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Inipi’ovecont  of  Personnel 


Conslderinr  tkct  u.nder  the  pievious  systor-i,  the  pres¬ 
tige  of  ths  judicature  wra  cn  oxtreaely  lo\/  ebb,  o'.vlnf 
to  the  inferior  qaslity  of  the  personnel,  the  Depf-.rtxent  of 
Justice  felt  an  urr.ent  need  of  1  .  jrovaaont  in  this  respect. 

In  October,  1934,  therefore,  the  Depert.ient  opened  a  Law 
School  under  its  control,  enrollin-<  aootiy  'J-r.ohus  and  in- 
structln.'i  thGa  in  jurisprudence  end  ethics.  The  '7.radu;tes 
from  the  School  v.ore  enpJoyed  as  aaaistt-'nt  judicial  officers, 
to  be  appointed  rey.ular  officers  after  cxeuination  on  the 
cosipletion  of  a  period  of  practical  trainln»».  The  School 
turned  out  60  or  70  fradu-tas  each  year,  who  (save  a  satlsfcc- 
tory  account  of  thonsalves  in  offloiel  life.  On  the  reorpenl* 
zation  of  the  School  as  a  L-  w  Collere  in  A'ril,  1939,  the 
Deportment  of  Justice  orectod  r  aev'  traininf:  institute  for 
Judicial  nnd  aenal  officers,  ’hare  a  ?ood  niiiiber  are  now  re- 
ceivln?  instruction. 

U.der  the  former  system,  the  appointment  of  judiclcl 
personnel  wns  swayed  by  private  considerations,  for  this  was 
done  mnlnly  by  reoon.iiendrtion,  not  by  examlnntlon--vlth  the 
result  that  the  personnel  atecdlly  declined  in  quality.  In 
order  to  remove  the  cause  of  the  decline,  so  for  as  the  meth 
of  f.ppointment  want,  by  meklnfi  personal  oh.rscter  and  copa- 
clty  the  criterion  for  appointment,  the  C^ovjrninent ,  in  July, 
1936,  Issued  the  Judicicl  Sx..mlnmtlon  Ordinance  snd  other 
ref.ulatlons,  which  proved  effectivo  in  roellzin'-:  ti,e  desired 
object.  T'/.a  ordinance  rr.d  roLul.'.tlons  above  jaentioned  were 
abolished  in  October,  1933,  v/hen  the  Civil  Service  Ordinance, 
applicable  to  the  -  ovornment  officials  in  /’oneral,  '..es  promul¬ 
gated  and  enforced.  Tho  object  of  the  Civil  Service  Ordi¬ 
nance  wns  quite  tho  saiio  as  that  of  the  abolished  ordinance 
and  re''ulf tions,  00  th-t  there  was  no  ch  n?®  in  substoace,  in 
the  method  of  oppolntiny,  juiliclr.1  officers.

Industrial  D'^vuioTWiant  Plan 

As  one  oi  the  principal  prolects  cont.-ined  in  the  five- 
year  industrial  developoont  plen,  vhioh  v/as  for-aally  put  into 
operation  on  January  1,  1937,  the  Departr.ont  of  Industry  has 
announced  a  conprehensive  propre.ruo  for  the  inprovonent  of 
arriculturo  and  live-stock  fer.'.ilny  throughout  the  country. 
Under  this  pros,ra.\:o  an  Important  reform  in  farra  administra¬ 
tion  is  planned,  Efforts  will  be  .aede  oy  the  Department  es¬ 
pecially  to  facilitate  the  oieCeniaation  of  formers'  cuilds  in 
all  agrarian  districts.  The  creation  of  many  model  farm  vil¬ 
lages,  as  mentioned  in  the  oropra-iune  announced  in  1936,  la 
provided  for. 

Refardint;  the  improvement  of  agriculture,  attention  is 
to  be  paid  by  the  Department  to  the  question  of  increasing 
the  country's  output  especially  of  wheat,  rice,  rye,  maize 
and  hemp  throuo.h  the  Introduction  of  better  seeds' and  a  sub- 
sti.ntiol  expansion  of  areas  under  cultivstion. 

A  nev  experimental  farm  is  to  bo  established  in  Harbin 
while  those  already  mai.itfinod  at  Koshan  end  CMamussu  vill 
be  enlarged.  As  regards  livo-otock  famine,  officials  vdll 
be  despatched  to  the  United  States  and  Australic  to  purchase 
1,000  heads  of  ''erino  and  Corriedele  sheep. 

Further,  another  sheep-breedinc  farm  under  Itete  man- 
8'^eaent  is  to  be  newly  opened  in  addition  to  four  ''Iroady  in 
operation.  Improvement  of  facilities  for  the  prevention  of 
enimol  opldomics  is  '»l3o  on  the  tepis  with  an  anincl  eji- 
de.'iic  prevention  l--v.  scheduled  to  be  proioilupted  ohortiy.

Since  its  foundation,  the  nev/  stato  of  I>nchoukuo,  tolling 
into  consideration  She  oeci.lljri.ty  oi  the  prevailing  sanitary  con¬ 
ditions,  adopted  a  poliov  ccuposod  of  three  principles:  (1)  in¬ 
crease  of  modloel  tro.«tj;oiit  i.ioTituticns  and  their  distribution 
aaione  the  messes,  (2)  the  prevent'. "'n  of  apl dei.ii.of  and  diseases, 
and  (3)  the  Improveuif.nt  and  inciceso  of  s'ir.ltar;'  or g..r.iza tiers 
in  the  rural  dl-otrluts.  '•/1th  thes.-*  t'-roo  piinctpios  in  nind,  the 
I-ioalth  Section  of  tltf:  Dei'rj--v.'?ont  of  Civilly  Affairs  v,ss  i.j>da  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  ad.'ninlst-'st.V.oii  of  .nMtteT.s’’rei.  tin**  to  sanitation 
and  health.  As  the  initial  otjuctivo,  public  doct  rs  and  public 
v.-elfare  clinics  v.ero  distributed  and  assi  yjed  throughout  the 
country,  while  in  Ootybor,  the  Health  and  Sanitation  Hese&roh 

Office  was  established  in  Ksinking.  In  the  principal  fliunioipsll-  • 
ties,  hospitals  for  handling  contagious  disease  patiants  were  crea¬ 
ted,  half  of  the  oost  of  v;hioh  wes  j/et  by  tho  Central  Govorn.nont' s 
treasury.  By  1937»  sanitary  orgenizotlons  were  established  in 
twelve  of  the  fourteen  provinces,  to  each  of  which  expert  .nedlcal 
officers ,  expert  pharuaoists,  and  expert  veterinarians  were  assign¬ 
ed  as  officle.\s,  In  eooordance  with  the  tlu-rd  principle,  improve- 
aent  and  increase  of  sanitary  organ izrtlons  in  the  rural  districts. 

Moreover,  effective  Measures  were  adopted  to  curb  tho  opium 
habit  among  tho  masses,  which  had  undesirable  effects  upon  the 
race  and  had  acted  as  a  cause  of  .rime  for  a  lone.  time. 

Medioal  ]^aoillties 

At  the  end  of  1939.  the  totol  number  of  physicians  in  Mcnohou- 
kuo  was  returned  at  22,500  including  18,A00  native  doctors.  This 
fli^uro  raprosonta  a  ratio  of  5.7  par  10,000  population  as  agolnst 
7.6  per  10,000  population  for  Japan,  quantitatively  speaking,  tho 
difference  betv/oen  the  t^o  countries  is  nocllslble  but  qualitative!} 
the  country  presents  s  tragic  contrast  in  this  respect,  as  more  than 
80  por  cent  of  physicians  in  Ilanohoukuo  are  either  nutivo  doctors 
or  thoso  not  familiar  with  modern  .iodic cl  science  and  thus,  their 
oapabilities  and  toohnlquo  era  fer  bolo<<  those  of  Japan,  ^n  otdor 
to  remedy  the  conditions  oi.d  to  i.iprove  the  stcjidard  of  thoso  en¬ 
raged  in  medical  professions,  the  '‘Ovcrn.Mont  has  ererted  further 
efforts  to  expand  modJcal  training  institutlon.s  and  has  token  all 
such  eppropriato  and  offootivo  nsasurea  as  ere  necessary  for  the 
promotion  of  oublic  heolth. 

At  the  end  of  1940,  thcro  were  603  dentists  and  700  pherrao- 
clsts  in  Manchoukuo,  of  which  flguro  only  1/3  and  2/3  respectively 
v;oro  fully  qualified. 
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
